Sam Jones closed his eight days meetings here 
tonight. He has been assisted in the meetings 
by Rev. G. R. Stuart, of Tennessee, and this 
has been one of the most wonderful in the 
history of the evangelist’s work. In the eight 
days Mr.Jones and his assistant have preached 
to no less than 175,000 people, and all western 
North Carolina has been stirred by the words 
of the famous Georgia preacher. More than 
1,500 persons have been converted and 
thousands . greatly aroused. Tonight 
Mr. Jones made up $7,500 for 
the Charlottee Young Men’s Christian as- 
sociation, and he himself was presented with 
a check by the citizens of Charlotte for $2,200.

The Senate Passes the Bill—The Dependent 
Pension Bul. 
WASHINGTON, May 2.—Among the’bills re- 


ported from committees and placed on the’

Mr. Cullom, from the committee on inter- 
state commerce, made a report with testimony 
on the subject of American commerce by 
Canadian railroads...

Mr. Vest introduced a bill to amend the 
interstate commerce act, statigg that its object 
was to place express companies under the pro- 
visions of that act, and asked the attention of 
the interstate commerce committee to the 
suhject. Mr. Cullom stated that the commit- 
tee had had that subject under consideration, 
but that because of the pressure of more iim- 
portant legislation as to common carriers, and 
because it was not possible tosecure legislation 
in both directions, the subject had been 
postponed. The committee, he said, would 
probably take up the question again, especially 
as the bill had been introduced. 

The bill was referred to the committee on 
interstate commerce. 

The concurrent resolution, heretofore offered 
by Mr. Dolph, requesting the president to enter 
into negotiations with the government of Great 
Britain and Mexico with a view to securing 
treaty stipulations for the prevention of the 
entry of Chinese laborers into the United 
States, was taken up and agreed to. 

A message from the house, with the house 
amendment tothe senate dependent pension 
bill was laid before the senate, and the bill and 
amendment were referred to the pension com- 
mittee. om . 

The cust@ges administrative bill was taken 
up, the quesMion being on Mr. Gray’s amend- 
ment, otfered’ yesterday, to strike out of the 
fourteenth section, the following words:

AGAINST AMERICAN AUTHORS, 


Defeat of the Copyright Bill in the House 
Yesterday. 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Mr. Davidson, of 
Florida, presented a protestof the citizens of 
Key West against the tobacco schedule of the 
tariff bill, Referred. 

Onmotion of Mr. O. Neill, of Pennsylvania, a 
resolution was adopted setting apart Saturday, 
June 14th, for the delivery of eulogies upon 
the late Samuel J. Randall, of Pennsylvania. 

The house then resumed consideration of 
the copyright bill. 

Mr. Hopkins, of Dlinois, said that the osten- 
sible purpose of the bill was to extend the 


rights of American authors to foreign authors. | 


But the measure meant vastly more than this. 


The inevitable result of it would be to create a | 


gigantic publishing monopoly, which would 
raise the price of every book and periodical 
printed in the country and would impose a tax 
on every reader of a book, from the boy with 
his prim®to the eollege professor with his 
scientific work. It would affect the reader of 
every periodical, andeven the reader of the 
rural newspaper would suffer. The argument 
that the foreign author ‘was robbed of some- 
thing that was his just due, when his works 


were published here, and that the Ameri- 


can author was subject to the 
same species of-” robbery abroad, 
was based on the ideaithat an author was in- 
debted to the state and people fornothing, and 
that his works were not the creation of his sur- 
roundings and his associations. The most 
casual observer knew that this was not true. 
The state and people had done as_much for the 
author as he had done forthem. The Ameri- 
can author was protected inthe labor of his 
brain for a period of forty-three years. Free 
schools and free libraries had given him a con- 
stituency of over 60,000,000 people, who rejoiced 
in his success and paid-him willingly the price 
he put upon his works. The bill could not be 
passed onthe idea of justice to American 
authors. The rights of the American people 
should be considered. The benefit derived 
from cheap editions of foreign books could not be 
too highly estimated. Congress should not 
yield to the false sentiment urged by the 
friends of the measure, but should look to the 
needs of the American people and legislate in 
their interest against all the world. He de- 
nounced as damnable the third section of the 
bill, which, he declared; prohibited the im- 
portation of foreign books. Foreign authors 
had formed a combination with certain labor 
organizations for the purpose of making a 
trust and controlling this market. aus 
organizations, when they came to understand 
the question, would denounce the measure. 

Mr. Simonds, of Connecticut, argued in 
favor of the bill. The American people were 
beginning to understand how great a wrong 
was being done to authors, and they were de- 
termined that a etop should be put to this 
wrong-doing. 

Mr. Bland characterized the bill as a scheme 
fora monopoly. The bill wasifurther opposed 
by Messrs. Mills, Culberson, Peters, of Kansas 
(who held that the bill would strike a blow at 
‘‘patent insides’), Anderson, of Kansas, 
Stockdale, Payson and Lind, and was advo- 
cated by Mr. McAdoo, who said the copyright 
law was written by Moses in the stone tablet 
in the words ‘‘Thou Shalt} Not Steal!’ Mr. 
Moore, of New Hampshire, who said he had 
been a newspaper publisher from boyhood, 
knew allabout patent insides and asserted 
that the pending bill woul not affect them in 
any way, and by Mr. Carlisle, who said he 
would vote foriton account of the general 
principle involved. 

Two amendments offerg# by Mr. Payson 
were adopted, but on the vote on engrossment 
and third reading of the bill, it was defeated— 
yeas, 95; nays, 126. 

Before the announcement of the result Mr. 
Breckinridge, who voted in the affirmative, 
changed his vote tothe negative for the pur- 
pose of moving a reconsideration. 

Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois, moved tolay the 
motion to reconsider on the table, and Adams, 
of Illinois, to take recess. Vote was taken 
on recess motion and it was defeated, but as 
the hour of five o’clock had arrived, the chair 
declared that under the rules the house wasin 
recess until eight o’clock.

EIGHT-HOUR STRIKE. 


THOUSANDS OF LABORERS REIN- 
FORCING THE RANKS. 


EVERYTHING CONDUCTED ORDERLY 


Except Over in France and Spain, Where 
One or Two Riots Occurred— 
Arrest of Anarchists. 


Cu1caco, May 2.—The signal was given this 
morning and the iron mouldersin most of the 
large manufacturing establishments of Chicago 
went out on strike at 7 o'clock, or rather 
declined to go to work at the old rates. The 
fires under the furnaces of the Malleable Iron 
works were banked this morning, the seventy- 
five moulders there having declined to resume 
work. They asked for the eight-hour day and 
a uniform rate of wages. This was refused. 
There are 1,600 men employed at the Malleable 
Iron works, andif the moulders’ strike long 
continues, the entire plant will be compelled 
toshut down. The men simply declined to re- 
turn to their places this mornifig, and pickets 
were posted about the works to see that no 
non-union men went to work. 

At the McCormick Harvesting Machine 
works, 150 moulders declined to go to work. 
All the moulders and helpers are also out and 
the strike threatens to spread to the balance of 
the employes of the works, which employs 
2,500 men. The moulders also posted pickets 
at this place, and any attempt to put non- 
union men at work will be met by a determined 
resistance. The strike spread to Bowen & 
Richardson’s establishment, and 150 moulders 
refused to go to work. . 

All the moulders at Griffin’s Iron foundry 
struck. There were eighty men employed 
there. The Hlinois Steel company granted 
200 of their mouiders eight hours a day, and a 
strike was averted. 

The moulders employed at the Deering 
Reaper works and a number of anarchists struck 
this morning. 

The Fairbank Canning company has re- 
fused the demand of the 500 employes for 
eight hours a day, and a strike will be in- 
augurated Monday. . 

Eighty coopers struck this morning. Ten 
thousand employes in the sash, door and 
blind factories, planing mills and other such 
lines of business struck this morning for eight 
hours. There are about 25,000 of them all 
told in the city, and it is understood the re- 
maining men will strike tonight unless their 
demands are complied with. 

The strike of this morning covers the south- 
west diyision of the city and mills on North 
pier. The® demand is for eight 
hours’ work and eight hours’ 
pay. The move was decided upon last night 
and around all planing mills this morning, 
workmen were collected in little knots. ‘The. 
men quit withdut notifying their employers. 
Among all planing mills there was but one 
where men were at work this morning, and 
that was at Neknett’s. 

At A. H. Behl’s some non-union men were 
at work this morning. Three hundred strikers 
started for the place to ‘“‘clean out the estab- 
lishment,”’ as the strikers said. Behl, becom- 
ing frightened, sent for the[police, and a patrol 
wagon was sent to the scene of the prospective 
trouble. Before night the strikers claimed 
every planing mill employe in the city will 
strike. The planing mill men number all the 
way from 22,000 to 30,000 men. 

Everybody employed in the Malleable iron 
works, corner of Twenty-sixth and Rockwell 
streets, is out. The total number of employes 
is 1,200. Among them are fifty girls employed 
No partic- 
ular reason was assigned by the men for quit- 
ting work. A committee, consisting of two 
men from each department, was appointed last 
night. to waif upon the officials, but they 
seemed disinclined to go before their 
employers and make a statement. Pres- 
ident E. P.-Bailey called the strikers about 
him and up-braided them for going out without 
notice, and toid them that when they found 
out what they wanted, to lethim know their 
demands The men seemed not to know what 
to say in reply. 

The chairman of the molders’ committee 
says they want ten hours as a days work, 
fifteen per cent advance in wages, and fifty 
per cent extra for overtime. 

SOME OF THE SHOPS AFFECTED. 

At the the great McCormick Reaper factory, 
fifty molders went out, but the work was 
progressing as usual. Among the manufac- 
turing concerns which are closed are the fol- 
lowing: Barnum & Richardson, foundry, 150 
men; Ajax Forge company, 150 men; Wells 
& French Car company’s works, 1,000 men; 
Chicago Car Wheel foundry; F. E. Roberts’s 
foundry, 100men ; Decamen & Duks, turni- 
ture factory, 400 men; Chicago Cottage Organ 
company, 700 men. 

The Iumber shovers did not strike today,but 
are expected to do so tomorrow. The entire 
number of empioyes of N. K. Fairbank com- 
pany, about 550, will go out on Monday. 

The coopers, numbering eighty, struck this 
morning. This is something of a surprise, as 
the men employed there are securing better 
wages than those generally paid by large con- 
cerns. They want eight hours work and nine 
hours pay. The coopers arein earnest in their 
demand for eifht hours, and in all portions of 
the city men are quitting work on the refusal 
of employers to surrender. In the northwest- 
ern districts of the city there is not one cooper 
at work. 

From three to four thousand sash, door and 
blind men walked out of the various factoriep 
in the southwest lumber district this morning. 
The action was apparently withont warning. 
The men came to their places of employment 
as usual this morning, and with only a few 
exceptions proceeded to work when the 
whistles blew. An hour or so later they threw 
down their tools and quietly walked out, giv- 
ing no explanation and without any sort of 
scene. The rumor that the planing mill 
men would uit tomorrow morning 
could not be traced to any reliable source. It 
was also said that all the wood-workers, in 
whatever branch of business, were restless and 
might join in the strike at any moment. 

Everything remained quiet, notwithstand- 
ing the large number of men idle, and the 
lice say they are not anticipating any dis. 
turbance. 

THE BOARD OF ARBITRATION. 

The board of arbitration chosen to settle dif- 
ferences between the striking carpenters and 
the new bosses association, has been in secret 
session all day, and is understood to have 


made satisfactory progress. 

It was announced late this afternoon that 
eight hours as a regular day’s Work had been 
agreed to. At the first session today a letter 
from the old bosses was received. It claimed 
that the association employs a majority of the 
carpenters of the city, and that no effective 
settlement can be made without the assent of 
this body. It says that members of the asso- 
ciation are ready to concede the eight hour a 
day, and to treat with their men as to wages, 
but they decline to submit to the arbitration 
proposition, or recognize the union to the ex- 
tent of preventing themselves from hiring or 
discharging whatever men they may choose 
to employ er dismiss. 

THE BRICKLAYERS JOIN IN. ‘ 

PHILADELPHIA, May 2.—There was rejoic- 
ing among the carpenters at the strikers’ 
headquarters this morning when it was an-

Louisvitie, Ky., May 2.—Of the 1,262 jomre 
neymen carpenters in this city, between 908 
and 1,000 struck today foreight hours and 
twenty-five cents an hour as mininum of 
wages. Non-unionists are fast joining the 
strikers, and by tomorrow, but a handful will 
be at work. One contractor only has signed 
the arbitration committee’s agreement, and 
the Builders’ and Trader’s exchange has so fas 
ignored the movement. 

TROUBLE IN FRANCE. 

Paris, May 2.—A dispatch from Tourciong, 
an extensive manufacturing town in the de- 
partment of the North, states that seriong 
trouble has broken out there. The hands 
employed in twenty-six mills at that place 
went out on a strike this morning and great 
crowds of men gathered about the streets te 
discuss their grievances. The crowd was 
augmented by a body of 5,000 strikers from 
Roubaix, another manufacturing town, a short 
distance from Tourcoing, who marched ina 
mass to the latter place and soon all hands bee 

to show an ugly feeling which culminated 
In serious rioting, which was progressing at 
noon, the time the dispatch was sent. Military 
re-inforcements have been summoned to aid 
the authorities in restoring order. 

The Roubaix strike is extending to adjacent 
At Croix the strikers attacked 
Halden’s factory, intending to plunder it. 
They succeeded in shattering the windows, 
when troops compelied them to desist. They 
then proceeded to the telegraph office and 
wrecked the interior. 

The Journal des Debats says in connection 
with yesterday’s labor demonstration that it 
would be a ke to treat the celebrations ag 
affairs of no importance, seeing they showed 
that the workingmen obeyed the word of 
command to mark the day in some form. 
The total number of rsons arrested 
in Paris during the y" and night 
was three hundred. Of this number only one 
hundred and fifty were detained over night. 
The injuries received by a number of persons 
during the row in the Place de la Concorde 
consisted of slight bruises. AJl the papers 
concur in congratulating the government upon 
the success of its precautions to prevent any 
disturbance, and Parisians upon their prue 
dence. 

EVERYTHING QUIET IN GERMANY. 

BERLIN, May 2.—It is estimated fhat not 
ten percent ofthe Berlin workingmen were 
absent from work yesterday. An incident 
showing the discipline of the men occurred at 
the Friederichsau brewery last evening. Twa 
thousand masons visited the brewery in a 
body, and tried to obtain entrance. The po- 
lice refused to allow them to enter, where- 
upon all turned quietly away at an order from 
theirjleaders. At Gruenewa!ld several hun- 
dred men assembled in an inn, and were 
drinking and playing cards, when one of their 
number arose and said: ‘“Ewo years ago the 
keeper of this inn refused to permit a socialist 
meeting to be held here.’’ Instantly all arose, 
paid for their drinks, and departed.

RIOTING IN SPAIN. 

MADRID, May 2.—The strikers at Barcelona 
conducted themselves in a riotous manner 
throughout the day. They impeded all kinds 
of business, stopping market carts and scatter- 
ing and tramping upon their contents of pro- 
visions. The civil guards were continually en- 
gaged in attempting to disperse the rioters, bu’ 

ailed to quiet them. Finally a state of siege 
was declared. 

At Valencia many masters conceded the de« 
mands of the workmen, but the strikers pre- 
vented the men from resuming work. Kail- 
way goodsporters and dockmen joined in the 
strike inovement and became riotous, but were 
suppressed by cavalry. Troopsare now guard- 
ing the threatened factories and other estab- 
lishments. Similardisturbances have occurred 
at Saragoza and Alicanta. 

ARREST OF ANARCHISTS. 

Romr, May 2.—Two attempts to resist troops 
were made here yesterday and thirty persons 
arrested, including several anarchists. The 
king and queen took their usual drives in an 
open carriage, and received an ovation from 
the people. 

In one instance a man used an insulting exe 
pression as the royal couple drove by, when he 
was seized by bystanders and secured until 
placed under arrest by officers.

“PITTMAN'S TOUR. 


THE TREASURER OF ALBANY GOES 
. ASTRAY. 


He Invests All He Had in a Boom, and the 
Boom Has Left Him Stranded— Easi- 
ness Neglected for Speculation. 


ALBANY, Ga., May 2.—[Special.]—The flight 
of Gary Pitman, city treasurer of Albany, is to- 
day the sensation here. 

Your correspondent has refrained from giv- 
ing publicity to this matter until the news was 
confirmed. 

Colonel H. M. McIntosh, who has just re- 
turned from Nottingham, verifies the rumors, 
showing that the unfortunate young man was 
the victim of a broken boom. 

Gary Pitman has been for two years city 
treasurer. From the position of business man- 
ager of the News and Advertiser, he, receiving 
some means from his father’s estate about a 
year ago, embarked in the brick business near 
Albany, conducting a large yard. 

DRAWN INTO A BOOM. 

About three months ago he was drawn into 
the boom of the new town of Nottingham, in 
Alabama, was elected cashier of the 
Bank pf Nottingham, opened a_ brick- 
yard with orders for two million 
brick, ran two stores, built a handsome resi- 
dence, and commenced erecting numerous 
tenement houses. All his available assets, in 
fact all he could contro), was invested in Not- 
tinghain. 

At the great land sale, which occurred two 
orthree weeks ago, he expected to reap @ 
golden harvest, and reimburse his creditors. 
Everything he had was mortgaged, even to his 
furniture to procure money. The land sale 
was a failure. There were no. buyers. Pit- 
man saw that he was ruined. He told his wife 
that if he could not raise eight thousand dol- 
lars in Chattanooga, he would have to leave 
the country, and he would telegraph her; told 
her he would send her to her. parents or she 
could go with him. 

HIS WIFE JOINED HIM. 

She decided, like a true wife, to cling 
to his fallen fortunes. He drew a check for 
$1,800 at Chattanooga, on the Nottingham 
bank, telegraphed her, and heart-broken and 
sobbing bitterly, she joined him at some desig- 
nated station, and together they fled. 

It was known to what point his ticket had 
been purchased, and he could have been ap- 
prehended, but no efforts were made by his 
bondsmen toarrest him. Being re-elected city 
treasurer, the retiring board of aldermen, in 
January, turned over to him $3,300 and no 
debts. He collected. some six thousand dollars 
from licenses. From this amount enough was 
expended to make his shortage with the city 
funds $7,300. 

THE LOSSES ENTAILED. 

Before the land sale, while cashier of the 
Bank of Nottingham, he «deposited with Ifis 
deputy, ‘I’. M. Ticknor, cashier of the 
Commercial bank of Albany, a certificate of 
deposit on his bank for $4,500. Mr. Ticknor 
sent the deposit slip to him, requesting that 
he remit the amount tothe National. bank of 
New York, and place it to the credit of the 
Commercial bank. He wired Ticknor that he 
had done so, but no trace of the money can be 
found. His bondsmen claim that the Notting- 
ham bank is responsible for this amount, and 
that their losses will be less than three thou- 
sand dollars. 

When he made his first quarterly report to 
the Albany city council, it was turned over to 
the finance committee, who discovered the 
shortage. His bond was but for five thousand 
dollars, divided among four bondsmen. 

PRESIDENT NIX TALKS, 

President Nix, of the Nottingham bank, 
claims that he never deposited a dollar with 
that bank, and that he owes it six thousand 
dollars. It is generally thought that the 
eighteen hundred dollars drawn on the Bank of 
Nottingham, and cashed by the National bank 
of Chattanooga, is the total loss of the Bank of 
Nottingham.

FOUND GUILTY OF MURDER 
And Sentenced to a Life Term in the Peni- 
tentiary. 

JASPER, Ga., May 2.—[Special.]—Pickens 
superior court met last Monday morning, Judge 
G. F. Gober presiding. After giving a 
pointed charge to the grand jury, entered im- 
mediately into the business of the court.

But, 
while they did not file a special plea of in- 
sanity, that was the line relied on by the 
defense. Hewas ably defended by Colonel 
Clay, of Marietta; Colonel James, of Doug- 
lassville; Colonel F. ©.

The work done since the organization of the 
order proves that itis composed of energetic 
men who realize their worth and are 
determined to secure the benefits to which 
they are entitled. 

For many years the Travelers Protective 
association was the only organized society of 
traveling men in the country. 

That excellent work was accomplished by 
this society was beyond quéstion. Special 
rates were secured from railroads, hotel rates 
were secured and contracts were made whereby 
livery stable men granted a uniform scales of 
prices to traveling men. 


the southern travelers contributed a fair share 
to the general treasury, and all the concessions 
were obtained in the north and west; abso. 
lutely nothing was done oreven attempted in 
the south. 

These facts finally became so evident that 
the southern travelers lost all interest in the 
association,-and either dropped out altogether 
or paid their dues as a matter of habit, and 


‘rarely, if ever, attended the meetings. 


Matters were in this unsatisfactory state 
when the convention of the Travelers Protec- 
tive association was heldin Augustain 1888. 
The reports of the branch associations told the 
same old story; while great things were being 
accomplished in the west and north nothing 
was done for the south. 

A few enterprising men, whorealized the 
situation, proposed during the meeting that the 
Southern Travelers should withdraw from the 
parent body and establish an organization of 
their own, which would command the enthus- 
iasm and energy of southern men and obtain

tangible benefits, which under the old manage- 
ment seemed out of the question. 

The idea of withdrawal was too radical a 
measure to immediately meet with general ap- 
proval, and at first Mr. Dean Newman, who is 
now president of the state organization, was 
one of its strongest opponents. 

Finally it was decided by an overwhelming 
majority to take the decisive step. 

When the choice of the majority was made 
known Mr. Newman immediately resigned 
the position he had taken and entered heart 
and soul into the formation of a southern 
society. It was asserted by those in favor of 
the movement that the railroads were formed 
into southern traffic associations, and the 
steamship companies were also united in a 
southern organization, and it would therefore 
prove easier fora southern travelers’ society 
to secure privileges from them than if their 
interests were in the hands of men living in 
the north and west who rarely visited the 
south. 

Once the plan had been adopted no time was 
lost in carrying it into effect. A committee 
was elected, composed of Mr. Dean Newman, 
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of Millen, chairman; C. B. Townsend, of Sa- 
vannah ; H. L. Atwater, of Atlanta, and S. P. 
Weisiger, of Augusta, to draw°up a charter 
and by-laws. These gentlemen went actively 
to work and organized branches at Savannah, 
Macon, Augusta, Atlanta and sneesiie 
Florida. Then when Mr. Newman cofisidered 
that the affairs of the order warrauted such a 
step he called a meeting of the members. 
= The date for the first convention was the 
sixth of May of last year, and the place was 
Savannah. 

The success of the meeting 
most sanguine expectations. 

It was found that over eight hundred mem- 
bers, representing the leading business houses 
of the south had enrolled themselves under 
the banner of the Southern Travelers’ associa- 
tion, and they were all enthusiastic, willing to 
devote, their time and energy to carrying out 
the plans determined upon.

The work accomplished during the past 
twelve months shows beyond a doubt how 
fully these officers have justified the trust 
their-fellow-travelers placed in them. 

Concessigns haye been obtained from the 
railroads materially affecting the charges for 
excess of baggage. Extra trains have been 
puton to accommodate the traveling men; 
special rates haye been granted by many of the 
largest and finest hotels, and an arrangement 
is now being made whefeby a 5,000-mile uni- 
versal ticket over southern roads will be issued 
to Southern Traveling association men ata 
rate of two cents a mile. 

The railroads: haye declared that the only 
reason for not issuin® the universal ticket is 
that it would conflict with the interstate com- 
merce law should it be done. 


In order to avoid this contingency the South- 


ern Travelers’ association ate working with 
the national association, and are sending the 
following notice to every traveling man, 
whether a member of the association or not. 
AMENDMENT TO SECTION TWENTY-TWO OF THE 
INTER-STATE COMMERCE LAW. 

“Provided that nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued to prohibit any common carrier from giv- 
ing reduced rates to commercial travelers, 
whether employer or employe, who travels to sell 
merchandise for a wholesale business, taking 
orders from dealers for goods for suqsebuent 
delivery.”

from Atlanta,‘and Mr. Atwater, vice-president 
of the general organization and president of 
the local branch, will be elected: Should the 
proposed change be made, President Newman 
will no doubt prove as efficient in his new field 
of labor as he Ras while holding the first place 
in the association.

Fifteen months ago ReynoldS was a con- 
vict lying on his back eight hundred feet un- 
derground, in a Kansas coal mine. He Was 
digging coal.for the state, without a doilar 
or a friend. Today he glitters with dia- 
monds, and is on the road to fortune. 

While this man was wearing convict stripes 
he had the nerve toannounce himself for the 
state senate, and actually polled a large vote 
at Atchison. At the same time hé wrote his 
book, ‘‘A Kansas Hell,’’ and made money 
out of it. When he was released he leaped 
into notoriety as a star lecturer, and reaped 
a harvest. 

Reynolds has been a preacher, editor, 
banker and convict, and whether floating on 
top in the social swim, or down at the bot- 
tom with the dregs, his gall has always been 
superabundant and gorgeous. 

Something about this quick-witted, good- 
hearted rascal tickles and wins the public. 
If he decides not to re-enter journalism in 
the interests of Senator Ingalls, the ex-con- 
vict will be a candidate for the legislature 
this fall, aud it goes without saying that his 
record and his principles will receive an over- 
whelming endorsement in tuch a state as 
Kansas. 


A Patrician at the Plow. 

Few of the readers of Count Tolstoi’s nov- 
els realize what.a picturesque figure he is in 
this commonplace world of ours. 

Count Tolstoi is a Russian nobleman. For 
thirty-five years he lived the life of luxury 
and idleness characteristic of his class. He 
was proud of his blue blood, proud of his 
tulture and proud of his wealth. He 
achieved a brilliant degree of success in lit- 
erature. Then to the surprise of everybody 
he suddenly dropped out of the gay court 
 tircles. 

. When his friends found him the count was 
following the plow. He had a large estate, 
and divided it out among the poor on a mod- 
ified socialistic and communistic scale. When 
asked to explain his conduct he said that he 
had decided to follow Jesus, and show thata 
man could square his daily life by the New 
Testament. He said: ‘‘ Labor is the iney- 
Itable condition of human life. Safety for 
the future consists in bringing society to the 
standard of the common people, and the life 
pf unselfish bodily toil for the benefit of oth- 
ers is the true life. Riches, proprietary 
rights, the point of honor, the maintenance 
of personal dignity and personal privileges, 
thave become in my eyes wrong, and despi® 
cable. Labor for others, poverty, humility, 
the renunciation of property and of personal 
priviliges, have become to me right and im- 
portant. Iam a follower of Jesus.” , 

So the patrician has gone tothe plow—the 
master works by the side of his man, and the 
dream of fraternity and equality is material- 
Ized. 

It will not do to contemptuously dismiss 
this remarkable reformer. He is not to be 
riassed with the Sommon crahks of the day. 
As one of his admirers says: ‘‘Something in 
pur hearts stirs at the sight of-a Damien 
among the lepers, a Tolstoi at the plow.”

The South and the Negro. 

The resolutions adopted by the conference 
of southern negroes now in session in At- 
lanta, and printed in our news columns yes- 
terday, are worthy of the serious attention of 
the white people. For the first time in many 
years the negro leaders have seen proper, 
when assembled in convention for the pur- 
pose of discussing their affairs, to come out 
from under the overwhelming shadow of par- 
tisan politics. Itis not only a promising 
sign, but it is one which the white people 
ought to welcome. Itis an evidence that 
after many years of extreme, but excusable 
foolishness—after many years of political ex- 
periment—they have at last come back. to 
the real starting point. 

Heretofore the negroes have persisted in 
viewing their situation here as purely politi- 
cal in its character, and, following the cue 
of the white’ republicans, who have no real 
sympathy with them, have abused the whites 
and held them responsible for the crimes and 
outrages committed by drunken or irrespon- 
sible individuals. That the negroes have 
been misled in this matter, and in various 
other matters,. has been the result of cireum- 
stances over which they have had little or no 
control. It was not to be expected that they 
would start, on their new career of citizenship 
fully equipped with judgment, prudence and 

nowledge; and we have often felt that the 
attitude of the negroes today is partly due to 
the fact that in the first days of freedom 
their old masters permitted them to drift 
away into the hands of alien adventurers and 
corruptionists. 

It is, therefore, very gratifying to observe 
that the negroes who assembled in conven- 
tion in Atlanta yesterday, instead of turning 
the gathering into a partisan political affair, 
and calling on the republicans and the gov- 
ernment torush to their aid, invoked the 
sympathy and the protection of their real 
friends—the whites of the south. We may 
say that it is an appeal that will not be made 
in vain. The sensible and conservative tone 
of the reselutions will command attention 
and sympathy, and the appeal is one to 
which the responsible and representative 
people of the south will be quiek to respond. 

There has never been any doubt of the 


south’s attitude in regard to the outrages: 


committed on the negroes by irresponsible 
and cowardly whites, but the best friends of 
the negroes have been handicapped and ob- 
structed by the fact that every collision of 
whatever nature between whites and blacks 
has been given a political flavor by the pro- 
fessed friends of the negro, and the-republi- 
can partisans have placed the whole south 
on the defensive against wholesale charges, 
the bulk of them manufactured out of whole 
cloth. 

From firg, to last Tue ConstiruTIoNn, 
representing the south, and voicing its feel- 
ings to the best of its ability, has endeavored 
to convince the negroes that the white 
people of this section are their best and 
truest friends, and we have never failed to 
denounce in fitting terms the cowardly spirit 
that prompts a white man to impose on a 
negro, 

Henry Grady spoke for the whole south 
when he said: ‘‘As for the white people of 
the south, there is but one thing for them to 
do. Thatistodo right. To protect the 
negro in his rights—to give him justice, and 
friendship, and counsel. To punish those 
who wrong him. To hold this course to the 
very last.’” Again Mr. Grady spoke for the 
south, when, with almost his. latest breath, 
he said, speaking of the negro: ‘‘From the 
grave comes a voice saying, ‘Follow him! 
Put your arms about him in his need, even 
as he put his arms aboutme! Be his friend, 
as he was mine!’ And out into this new 
world—strange to me as to him—dazzling, 
bewildering to both—I follow. And may 
God forget my people when they forget 
these!’ 

Here the eloquence of the orator, in a few 
burning words, has pictured the heart of the 
white south. All that the negroes have to 
learn is the simplest lesson of citizenship— 
namely, that his relations with the whites 
are far beyond and above partisan politics. 


The Ideal University. 

Shall we have a great American univer- 
sity? A writer in the April University 
Magazine thinks that we will,and says there 
can be no doubt that there is need of. one. 
While there are many excellent universities 
in the country, our young men still have to 
cross the ocean in order to receive the final 
educational polish, and this would not be 
necessary, the writer argues, if we had a 
national university which would combine 
all the features which distinguish and make 
desirable the universities of Europe, where 
our young men could finish their education 
as perfectly as they can abroad, and at much 
less expense, 

The writer goes on to say that the organi- 
zation of the university extension society in 
New York is an evidence of -the interest in 
the establishment of such a university, and 
that we will eventually see its towers rise, 
to the honor and glory of America. He 
wants to see it located in New York, ard 
thinks that it should be founded and sus- 
tained by the government. ’ 

This is a novel idea, and there is no doubt 
that such a university would bea great thing 
for the United. States; but why keep our 
young men from going abroad, when. they 
have the means to do so? No matter how 
thoroughly they might be educated in this 
ideal university, they would still be bene- 
fited by a tour of the universities of Europe, 
for they would gain new ideas and experi- 
ences by it, such as might be indispensable 
to them in their various professions. 

In some respects, such a university as is 
spoken of by this writer would fulfill a lofty 
mission, and students who are not able to 
patronize the schools of the old world could 
then, perhaps, do well enough without 
them, while the scholars of Europe could 
return the compliment which we Americans 
pay to their institutions of learning by cross- 
ing the ocean and studying our methods in

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THREATENED ACTION OF . RAIL- 
ROADS ALARM THE MELON MEN, 


Some of the Southern Roads Making an Ef- 
fort to. Increase the Melon Rates— 
Their Promises Last January.

“That would be the worst possible blow to 
the melon industry.”’. 

Mr. J. R. Forrester, of Albany, Ga., made 
the statement. ae. 

“Yes, sir,” he continued, ‘it would virtually 
kill the meion business in. the faturc.:’ 

Then he went on to explain. © | 

“T have it ofticially,’’ said’ Mr. Forrester, 
“that several of the principal southern rail- 
roads are doing all in their power to get an ad- 
vance of about twenty per cent» in the rates 
upon melons. These roads, you understand, 


~ 


_are roads doing business south of the Ohio 


river, and the aim is to have the advance held 
over all that territory. The news of this con- 
templated move reached me first as a rumor 
from a private source, but I have since been 
able to confirm it from an official source.”’ 

Mr. Forrester has formerly grown more 
melons thanany other one grower, This year 
Mr. Hand has a greater acreage. 

‘I did not come to Atlanta on melon busi- 
ness,’’ Mr. Forrester explained, ‘‘and I depre- 
cate being drawn into a newspaper controver- 
sy of any kind; but this is a business matter 
and it is necessary for us to look after our own 
interest. 

‘‘You see all the railroads were fully repre- 
sented at our January meeting—in fact, there 
where as many railroad men there as there 
were melon men. The railroad men were in- 
vited for the express purpose of 
obtaining from them the exact status 
of the attitude of the railroads toward us, so 
we could come to some determination as to the 
acreage of this year’s crop. Our position was 
just this: with the railroad rates the same as 
last year, we could plant as many melons; but 
an inerease in the rate would bring a Cor- 
responding decrease in the acreage. 

“At that meeting, then, the direct question 
was put to the railroad men, ‘Would the rates 
on roads south of the Ohio river be the same 
this year as last?’ They answered ‘yes.’ So 
we went ahead, relying upon that statement, 
and planted our acreage accordingly. 

‘Satisfied that the southern roads would 
treat us right, it being so clearly to their inter- 
est to do so, we began taking steps toward se- 
curing better terms north of the Ohio and west 
of the Mississippi. To this end we sent Mr. 
Hand to St. Louis to confer with the traffic 
associations. ‘When he came back he reported 
the outlook most encouraging. That was at 
our meeting on April 30th. The railroad mem 
were present, but we. heard no intimation of 
anything like an increase of rates. On the 
contrary they seemed to be pleased at Mr. 
Hand’s report. 

‘‘Now, within thirty days of the time when 
the crop will begin to come in, they spring an ad- 
vanceonus. Thatadvance means about fifteen 
dollars a car, or a total of $150,000 on the ten 
thousand cars which we expect this year. 
Every cent of that comes from the grower. 
The increase is in the face of the fact that the 
railroads have always gotten about two dollars 
to ofr one in every car of melons that went 
out of the south. 

“Don’t you think such conduct calculated to 
shake our confidence in the roads? If, in the 
face of their promise last January, they ad- 
vance the rates, what sort of assurance can we 
have that they will not deceive us again 
next year? On its face it looks as 


if the railroads were taking undue advantage, 


ofus. We had thought that, now that the 
matter of excess weights had been settled, all 
would go well with us and we would be able 
to get concessions from the roadsin the north 
and west; but now comes this blow from our 
roads r ght here at home. Is it to be wondered 
that we are gre@tly exercised over the matter ? 
Such treatment will, as I said, kill the melon 
industry. Wecansee no grounds to justify 
the advance, for the. statements of the roads 
show that they are making more money 
month by month than ever before. 
And the result of it all is the 
crushing of the hopes of the farmers, who 
thought they saw, through this melon crop, a 
way to get on their feet.’’ 

This increase of rates has not been fully de- 
termined on as yet,and while some of the prin- 
cipal roads are urging it, others do not favor 
such action. Finalaction will be taken next 
week at Louisville.

D. Q. Abbott, of Macon, treasurer. 

THE CLOSING SESSION. 

The closing. session of the convention was 
held today. On account of the absence of Dr. 
Hopkins, who could not attend the convention, 
Rey. Charles Lane, of Atlanta, supplied his 
place in the programme this morning. 

Dr. Boggs, president of the University of 
Georgia, arrived last night and spoke at this 
morning’s meeting. 

Professor Gillette and Professor White also 
made addresses. 

Professor Glenn introduced a resolution to 
memorialize the legislature in favor of an ad- 
ditional fund to be developed to the establish- 
ment of common schools throughout the state. 
This resolution was passed after an interesting 
discussion by Baker, Slaton and Ham. 

Mr. W. J. Northen, president of the State 
Agricultural society, spoke in favor of 
the Glenn resolution, and advised 
the publication of the eloquent address deliv- 
ered by Dr. White last night. Healso asked 
the co-operation of the teachers’ association in

Tuesday the spike was driven in the Eden 
extension of the Central, completing the line 
from Savannah to Americus, 

In a very few days now a through schedule 
will be put into effect between Savannah and 
Birmingham, by the way of Montgomery and 
Birmingham. 

General Superintendent Marshall, and Gen- 
eral Freight and Passenger Agent Goodman, 
of the Savannah, Americus ‘and Montgomery, 
are both in Savannah flow arranging for the 
schedule, through rates, ete, 

The new schedules to be added will not in- 
terfere with those aiready in operation on the 
Savannah, Americus and Montgomery, as the 
jatter road will coutinue these for local service 
gs at present, on both ends of the line. The 
principal business, however, both freight and 

ssenger, Will be done by the fast through 
trains over the read. » The completion of this 
line means still low of rates for Americus, as it 
puts her in direet communication with the 
east and west, from which points nearly the 
entire volume of business comes and goes. 

Work on the western end of the Savannah, 
Americus and Montgomery railroad will soon 
be pushed forward more rapidly than ever 
towards the Alabama capital. Already the 
road. is in shape to be made standard gauge to 
Richland, and in thirty days the work will be 
finished and a complete service puton. From 
Richland the forces are now going westward 
towards Iumpkipeand the ‘Chattahcochee 
river, widening the guage and getting things 
inshape for the change. Montgomery is the 
mext objective point, and in six months the 
Savannah, A:mericus and Montgomery will be 
completed to that city. 

Wrightsville and Tennille. 

The Wrightsville and Tennille railroad is 
to be extended to Abbeville, Wilcox county, 
in the near future. This is another settled 
fact. The resolutions of the board of directors 
to that effect were filed last Tuesday, acgord- 
ing to the general law, in the ofiice of sec- 
retary of state. Tennille cannot fail to derive 
great benetit by this extension, as it will run 
through Laurens, Dodge and: Wilcox coun- 
ties. 

Empire and Dublin. 

The Empire and - Dublin railread will be 
completed this year from the Oconee river to 
the Georgia Southern and Florida road. 

Three lines for the Empire and Dublin have 
been surveyed from Hawkinsville to Gro- 
vania, on the Georgia Southern and Florida, 
and the work of locating or making a perma- 
pent line will be commenced this week. 

The extension of the Empire and Dublin 
road to Grovania will give Hawkinsville an- 
other route to Macon over as short a line as 
it now has over the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia road. 

At Dnblin the Empire and Dublin will se- 
cure connections with the Wrightsville and 
Tennille road, and also witha line running 
direct from Dublin via Swainsboro to Savan- 
nah. The line from Swainsboro to Dublin 
will connect with Colonel Machen’s Savannah 
aud Atlantic railw%at Swainsboro. 

Hawkinsaville and Florida Southern. 

The building of the Hawkinsville and Flori- 
da Southern Railroad is a certainty. ? 

The financial arrangements for the early and 
rapid construction of the road have peen con- 
summated. 

The engineers wil] be in the field in a short 
time, and just as soon as the line can be locat- 
ed, the construction of the road will be com- 
menced and pushed rapidly to completion. 

This new read will run almost centrally 
through the counties of Wilcox and Irwin and 
on to Florida, with connections for Brunswick 
and Jacksonville. 

Dublin to Abbeville. : 

Another successful project is for a road from 
Dublin to Abbeville, charter applied for by the 
same company that compose the Abbeville and 
Tifton road. ‘This probably will continue 
northeast and southwest until a great trunk 
line will be the outcome. Abbeville being 
centrally situated in the country will soon be 
a lub through which many railway spokes will 
be driven. 

Dawson to Florida. 

The Journal, of Dawson, says: The Journal 
has it from a reliable source that the railroad 
from Dawson into Florida will be built. 

This is no mere boast. The men who are at 
the head of this enterprise mean business, and 
they expect to build this road because they be- 
lieve it will develop a country rich in resour- 
ces, and consequently it will be a paying in- 
vyestment. 

It will not be long before the survey will be 
begun, and by next fall the dirt will, no doubt, 
be broken. All this means a great deal for 
Dawson. | % 
The Rome and Decatur. 

It now appears the Rome and Decatur did 
not goinio the hands of the East Tennessee, 
after all. 

Captain R. T. Armstrong, of Rome, who is 
well known in railroad circles as a heavy con- 
tractor, is the medium through whom this in- 
formation comes. 

“What do you know about the Rome and 
Decatur ?’’ he was asked, as he stood in front 
e@&the Kimball house yesterday afternoon. 

“T hardly know what to say,” he replied. 

“‘Has the East Tennessee got it?’’ 

“No, it has not. Last week I received a let- 
ter from a gentleman in New York who is a 
leader in railroad circles and is perfectly re- 
liable. He wrote me that he had an interview 
with General Samuel Thomas, in which he re- 
marked to the general: 

‘I see you have bought the Rome and De- 
catur; what are you going to do with it?” 

“No,” said the general, ‘‘thatis a mistake. 
We have not bought it; we did not wantit.” 

Later in the afternoon, another gentleman, 
Speaking of the matter, remarked, ‘‘No, I 
didn’t think Williamson would ~« let 
that road slip. You see, he has a 
charter from Rome to Gainesville, and with 
that andthe Rome road asa basis, backed by 
the Rome and Decatur westward, and his 
north and south line, via the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus, he expects to do great 
things in Georgia and Alabama.” 

itis well known that Mr. Williamson se- 
cured very liberal charters from the last legis- 
lature, touching both the little Rome road and 
another piece of track near Columbus, 
On either of which the franchise 
would admit of extensions on a 
Scale something like that of the Richmond 
and West Point Terminal. 

It is also remembered that the Louisville 
and Nashville owns a liberal charter from At- 
Janta to Alabama, covering the right of the 
Rome and Decatur. Still further, it is re- 
meinbered that a Louisville and Nashville 
official some»«months ago claimed to have 
bought the road, and said his syndicate weuld 
build over it into Atlanta, admitting the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus at the 
same time by a joint traffic arrangément.

the Rome and Decatur, but a well informed 


railroad man expresses the opinion that it is 
stil] controlled by the bondholders.

The Macon and Dublin people are quietly 
awaiting developments in the air-line schemes.

COLORED CONVENTION. 


GOVERNOR GORDON ADDRESSES THE | 


CONVENTION AT D’GIVE’S. 


A Beautiful Speech Phat Met With Loud Ap- 


plause by a Large Audience of Colored 
Men Yesterday Morning. 


There wae a large assemblage of leading 
dolored men of the south at DeGive’s opera 
house to hear Governor Gordon yesterday 
morning. 

The conference of leading colored men of 
the south had waited on the governor through 
a committee appointed Thursday, and invited 
him to address the members of the convention, 
with as many others, white and colored, as 
felt interested in the work of the conference. 

Governor Gordon appeared at the opera 
house at 10:30 o’cleck, and his entranee was 
greeted by loud and euthusiastic applause from 
the audience that filled the honse. 

W. A. Pledger, the presiding officer, intro- 
duced Gavernor Gerden in.a few well-chosen 
remarks, in the course of which he referred to 
Governor Gordon as “au eminently just man.” 

Governor Gordon arose and began his ad- 
dress by thanking the presiding officer for 
referring to himself as ‘‘an eminently just 
man,”’ saying that his highest ambition had 
ever been and was still to deserve that title. 
He said that, he wasa friend to the colored 
men—tooafitich of a friend to deceive them by 
delusive hopes, or to fail in dealing with them 
with absolute frankness. 

Continuing he said that he had fought in 


‘the southern army in defense of southern 


rights, one of which was the retention of prop- 
erty in slaves. He challenged them to produce 
a more candid statement, but this was not a 
whit more candid than other statements that 
he would make in the course of his remarks 
before the convention. 

The speaker reviewed the history of the 
hegro race in America, showing how they had 
been brought to America in northern ships and 
retained by northern owners as slaves so long 
as their labor proved remunerative. Then they 
were sold to the south, and with southern 
men’s money in their pockets the men of the 
north sought their liberation without any com- 
pensation to southern owners. 

He amused the audience’ by quoting 
Artemus Ward, who expressed a willingness 
to sacrifice his wife and wife’s relations in 
defense of the union, and applied it to the 
north being ready to sacrifice the south and all 
its interests in defense of the negro whom the 
north had refused to’ liberate ‘while ‘held in 
bondage as property, but became a devotee of 
his freedom so soon as they had secured the 
price charged for his labor when sold: to the 
south. 

‘SOME CONVINCING STATISTICS 

were then read by the spea®er from ‘‘Lincoln’s 
Biography,” ‘‘Stephens’s History” and ‘‘Ap- 
pleton'’s'Cyclopedia,’’ going to prove. beyond 
controversy that neither Mr. Lincoln ner the 
republican party committed themselves to the 
doctriné Of emancipation until it Bbecdme a 
necessity through the emergencies of the civil 
war. | 

Governor Gordon spoke at length upon the 
causes that led to the freedom of thé negroes, 
and demonstrated that the south could at any 
time during the war haye retained them in 
slavery by laying down their arms. He re- 
viewed in detail the legislation since the war, 
in order to sfiow the negroes that the whole 
purpose of the radical party had been political, 
and not humanitarian or philanthropic. 

He took up the statistics which showed the 
immense increase in the education of colored 
children since the southern white peopleedme 
into power, and the increase of property held 
by negroes—proven by incontrovertible statis- 
tical figures—and then asked if there was 4 
sensible man among them that thought they 
could do betterin another country. 

If so, while he felt that it would be a grave 
error for the colored race, still if they desired 
to emigrate anyhow, he should erect no _ bar- 
rier, but bv all means at his command would 
facilitate their going. Hedid not wish them 
to leave this country, for he feltan abiding as- 
surance that if wise counsels prevailed it 
would be found far better for both races that 
they should remain peaceably in their south- 
ern homes.

Pledger, he asked how many colored men had 
been appointed to postmasterships im Indiana, 
the home of President Harrison; and in the 
entire north and west. 

This question was greeted with round after 
round of applause, and seemed to sttike the 
audience with more force than anything that 
he had uttered. 

After the close of the address Governor Gor- 
don was warmly congratulated by the bishops 
and colored leaders generally, who had come 
to hear what sort of address a democratic goy- 
ernor would make to a body of men who, 
while assembled under the avowed intention 
of discussing the settlement of southern race 
problems and correcting abuses and outrages, 
were openly professing their adherence toe the 
republican party and their antagonism te dem- 
ocratic principles. 

CLOSING SCENES. 

After the address the convention seemed to 
be satisfied with what they had accamplished 
and. adjourned sine die.

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THE GREAT CONVENTION WHICH 
WILL BE HELD IN S87. LOUIS. 
. ~_— 


Sketch of the Methodist Church and the 
Wonderful Progress It Has Made— 
The Atlanta Delegates. 


The Southern Methodists will hold a most 
important convention in St. Louis, beginning 
the 7th of May. 

The meeting will be the eleventh quadren- 
nia) session of the Methodist Episcopal chureh 
south, and in many respects it will be the most. 
important religious gathering, that has been 
held for many years, 

The Atlanta Methodists will be represented 
in the convention by Rev. Drs. Morrison and 
Lee and Mr. B. B. Crew. 

From reports received from all parts of the 
country the meeting promises to be the most 
targely attended one ever held by the Method- 


ists. 

The history of the Methodists in America is 
a remarkable one. 

The first Methodist society in the United 
States was organized in New York in October, 
1776. Eight years Jater the first conference, 
which embraced ten preachers, representing a 
membership of 1,160, was held: Now the M. 
E. church alone has a membership in this 
country of nearly 3,000,000, and the M: E. 
church, south, has. in the neighborhood of 
1,500,000. Up to 1844 there was no division 
among the Methodists in the United States, 
and one general conference represented the 
church from north, south, east and west. But 
ai the conference held in that year a separa- 
tion was brought about by the difference of 
opinion between the northern and southern 
Jelegates on the slave-liolding question. 

THE SPLIT. 

Bishop James O. Andrews, of Georgia, was 
the owner ofa large noamber of slaves, and 
because he refused to part with them the 
eastern and northern members of that body 
succeeded in having him suspended from his 
high office in the church. This created a 
feeling of dissatisfaction among the southern 
members, who straightway prepared, to with- 
draw from the general jurisdiction and form a 
conference of their own. This was success- 
fully accomplished and the first meeting was 
held in Louisville, Ky., in May, 1845, There 
was built the foundation for the present large 
and successful organization known as the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, and it is to 
«the able and earnest divines that steered the 
church through those critical pertods that the 
present prosperity is due. 

Since 
have occurred, benefits resulting 
therefrom are known the world over. In view 
of the stand ten by the representatives of 
this body on the question of slavery, there is 
one significant fact in relation to their work 
that is not so generally known as it should 
be. When the division occurred the, missions 
which had been instituted and carried on by 
the United, church were taken up and 
vigorously prosecuted by the northern branch 
under the direction of Bishop William 
Copers, who had made the Subject a special 
study and fora leng time gave the matter his 
undivided attention. During the twenty years 
_ following 1545, the chureh spent over $1,000,- 
* 000 in this work of endeavoring to convert the 
plantation slaves. At the close of the war, 
when the colored race established an episcopacy 
of their own, all their church property was 
transferred tothem gratis, and they are still 
boing largely aided by the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, especially in the establishment 
of institutions forthe education of candidates 
for the ministry. , 

THK PRESENT CONFERENCE. 

Since the first assembly in Louisville, there 
have been ten general conferences. ‘Two of 
them were held in St. Louis, bm the import- 
ance attached to the former gatherings hardly 
compares witl}the significance attaching to 
the one nowin preparation. At the last gen- 
eral conference held in Richmond, Va., in May, 
1886, arrangements were made providing for 
a plan of entertainment, quartering the 
delegates at hotels and creating a fund to 
defray the traveling and other expenses of 
the attendants. Heretofore,it has been the 
custom to entertain all members of the con- 
ference at the homes of the Methodist families 
in the city where they meet, but the increas- 
ing attendance makes this plan very impracti- 
cal, and it was to avoid such inconvenience 
that this action as to entertainment, etc., was 
taken at Richmond. The commission chosen 
to do this work is composed of Colonel C. W. 
Cole, the railroad magnate of Nashville, Tenn. ; 
Mr. R. M. Scraggs, of St. . Louis; G. 
H. Snyder, a prominent cattleman of 

teorgetown, Tex.; Rev. J. J. Lafferty, 
editor of the Richmond Christian Ad- 
vocate, and Rey. C. T. Andrews, of Mississippi. 
This commi'tze has for some tiie been busily 
engaged in the work devolving on it. Mr. 
Cole has been delegated to negotiate for trans. 
portation, and Mr. Seruggs has been placed in 
charge of the local arrangements. Mr. Cole 
has not yet submiteced his final report, but he 
has succeeded in securing reduced rates from 
all the railroads, and in most instances a rate 
of one fare for the round trip has been obtained 
Zor all parties desirous of attending the con- 
vention. 

During the conference the building will be 
supplied with telephone, telegraph and postal 
Service and every convenience both for dis- 
a and comfort of delegates will be pro- 
vided.

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

There will be ten or twelve standing com- 
mittees,which will have in review respectively 
missionary, publication, educational, church 
extension, Sunday-school, and other depart-- 
ments in the work of the church. Rooms have 
been rented in the exposition building for tne 
sessions of these committees. 

The opening session of the conference, Will 
be held Wednesday morning, May 7, at 9 
o’clock. Bishop J. C. Keener, of New Or- 
leans, senior bishop of the church, will preside 
and start the meeting to work. The number 
of delegates will be 290, composed in equal 
numbers of clergymen and laymen. They rep- 
resent forty conferences, including the con- 
ferences in Mexico, Brazil and China, together 
with the representatives of the churchin other 
foreign landé where the missions.have not yet 
organized into conferences, The representa- 
tion is based on two dele- 
gates, one lay and one. clerical, for 
every thirty-six members of each annual con- 
ference. This general cOuference is the legis- 
lative body and the supreme power in the 
church. It has unlimited authority except as 
restricted by certain rules,which guard the in- 
tegrity of its doctrine and perpetuate its ftin- 
erant system of ministers and the rights of the 
members. In addition to looking after all the 
interests of the church, there will come up for 
adjudication before this| body all matters fail- 
ing to be amieably settled in the annual con- 
ferences. One subject of considerable im- 

rtence to be attended to at this meeting will 

to provide for an acceptable disposition of 
the surplus moneys on hand secured in profits 
from the church’s publication institutions. At 
present this money is used in creating a fund 
for the maintenance of worn-out preachers, 
their widows and orphans., It is intended to 
appropriate a part of this money in the future 
toward the spreading of biblical literature and 
chceapening the cost. thereof. = 
BISHOPS TO BE CHOSEN. <, 

This assembly also chooses the bishops for 
the church, and it may be that two will be- 
elected at this meeting. How long it will 
take to complete the work of the-convention 
is not known, but the session will-continne for 
three weeks anyway, and it is not probable

NEW YORK, May 2.—The stock market Still 
maintains its moderate activity, although the 
business doing at present is far in excess of that 
for the past two years. Today the market was 
somewhat more feverish than usual of late, and 
the effort to bring about a reaction met with some 
little success in the general list, although almost 
all the important changes for the day are ad- 
yances. The feverishness and late weakness in 
the market today were occasioned almost en- 
tirely by realizations, which were, in most in- 
stances, the result of a desire to close out 
deals for the week, tomorrow being a half holiday.

Man- 
hattan, Wheeling and Lake Erie and 
San Francisco stocks also made sharp 
upward turns, though San Francisco common 
lost all of its gain and something in addition, and 
is one of the few stocks showing a material loss 
at the close of the day. The market closed active 
and rather heavy and generally at slight conces- 
sions from the opening figures, but the under- 
tone of the market continues firm, and while some 
sold-out bulls are looking fora reaction there is 
no indication of one outside of granger stocks. 
The trusts were more-active today, especially 
lead, but these gains were slight.
